Scale of the Universe. 


The countless millions of stars composing 


the form of a flat zone or ring, or rather 
stratum, of irregular shape which I shall 
explain more fully hereafter. 
so great as properly to form a universe in it- 
self. If it were possible, to-night, to wing 
our flight to any one of the bright stars 
which blaze around us, sweeping away from 
our own system, until planet after planet 
fades in the distance, and finally the sun it- 
self shrinks into a mere star, alighting on a 
strange world that circles round a new and

magnificent sun, Which has grown and ex- 
panded in our sight, until it blazes with a 
magnificence equal to our own, here let us 
pause and look out upon the starry heavens 
which now surround us. 

_ We have passed over sixty millions of 
millions of miles. We have reached a new 
system of worlds revolving about another 
sun, and from this remote point we have a 
right to expect a new heavens, as well asa 
new earth on which we stand. But no, lift 
up your eyes, and lo! the old familiar con- 
stellations are there. Yonder blazes Ori- 
on, With its rich and gorgeous helt; there 
comes Arcturus, and yonder the Northern 
Bear circles his ceaseless journey round the 
pole. All is unchanged, and the mighty 
distance over which we have passed is but 
the thousandth part of the entire diameter 
of this grand cluster of suns and systems ;- 
and although we have swept from our sun 
to the-nearest fixed star, and have traveled 
a distance which light itself cannot traverse 
in less than ten years, yet the change 
wrought by this mighty journey, in the ap- 
pearance of the heavens, is no greater than 
would be produced in the relative positions 
of the persons composing this audience to 
a person near its centre, who should change 
his seat with his immediate neighbor! 

~ Such, then, is the scale on which the 
starry heavens are built. If, in examining 
the magniticent orbits of the remoter plan- 
ets, and in tracing the interminable career 
of some of the far sweeping comets, we 
feared there might not be room for the ac- 
complishment of their vast orbits, our fears 
are now atanend, There is no jostling 
here; there is interference, no pertuba- 
tion of the planets of one system by the 
suns of another, Each is isolated) and in- 
dependent, filling the region of space as- 
signed, and within its own limits, holding 
on its appointed movements, 

~ But summoning the telescope to our aid, 
let us pursue our mighty journey through 


to discover a faint haze of light—a minute , 
luminous cloud which comes up to meet us 
—and towards this object we will urge our 
flight. We leave the shining millions of 
our own great cluster far behind. — Its 

stars are shrinking and fading; its dimen- 
sions are contracting. It once filled the 

whole heavens, and now its myriads of bla- 
zing orbs could almost be grasped with a 

But now look forward. A 

new universe, of astonishing grandeur, 

bursts on the sight. The cloud of light has 

swelled and expanded, and its millions of 
suns now fill the whole heavens. 

We have reached the clustering of ten 
millions of stars. Look to the right; there 
is no limit;—lovok to the left; there is no 
end. Above, below, san rises upon sun,_ 
and system upon system, in endless and im- 
measurable perspective. Here is a new 
universe, as inagnificent, as glorious as our 
own,—a new Milky Way, whose vast di- 
ameter the flashing light would not cross 
in a thousand years, © Nor is this a solitary 
object. Go out on a clear cold winter 
night, and reckon the stars which strew the 
heavens, and count their number, and for 
every single orb thns visible'to the naked 
eye the telescope reveals a universe, far 
sunk in the depths of space, and scattered | 
with vast profusion over the entire surface 
of the heavens. Some of these blaze with 
countless stars, while others occupying the 
confines of visible space, but dimiy stain the 
blue of the sky, just perceptible with the 
most powerful means that man can summon 
to the aid of his vision. These objects are 
called clusters and nebulw,—elusters when 
near enough to permit their individual stars 
to be shown by the telescope, nebulae when 
the mingled light of all their suns and sys- 
tems can only be seen xs a hazy cloud. 

Thus have we risen inthe order of crea- 
tion. We commenced with a planet and: 
its ‘satellite;—-we rose to the sun and its re- 
volving planets, a magnificent system of 
orbs, all united into one great family, and 
governed by the same great law; and we 
now find millions of these suns clustered 
and associated together in the formation of 
distinct universes, whose namber, already 
revealed to. the eye of man, is not to be 
counted by scores or hundreds, but has ris- 
en to thousands, while every increase of tel- | 
escopic power is adding by hundreds to.

A mile from the right bank of the river 
is the site of the ancient Sais, where kings | 
reigned in glory, and for successive ages | 
were entombed. Now a few mounds mark 
the spot that was once more splendid in its 


architecture and luxury, than any other | 


city in the world. The Great Amasis here 
revelled in the wildest magnificence, aban- 
doning himself to the luxuries of the table, 
and giving as his apology for such excess, 
that a bow was useless if kept always on 
a strain, and he needed relaxation from the 
The famcus edifice made | 


of a single stone, and described by Hero- | 
dotus, was brought to Sais from Elephan- | 
tine, twenty days’ journey above. Three | 
thousand men were employed three years | 
in moving it to this spet. It is gone now. — 
And so is the portico to the temple of Mi- | 
nerva, the splendor of which exceeded all 
that the art of man had executed or his— 
wit conceived. Gone, and nota vestige 
left to bear witness to the tales of grandeur | 
Which historians have left on record. In 
these mounds, raised high above the river, | 
that the buildings on their summits might 
be out of reach of the inundation, it is— 
probable that we should find memorials of 
a generation that is said to have founded 
the city of Athens, and -carried_the wor- 
ship of Minerva to the shores of Greece. 

On each side of us as we are now pushi- 
ing our Way against a strong current, the 
fertile plains are spread out, clothed with a 
deep green, and rude wheels on the banks | 
of the river are turned to raise the water | 
for irrigating the soil. : 

It is no- longer a matter of surprise to 
me that the ancient Egyptians should wor- 
ship a noble stream like this, as a divinity 
to whose beneficence they were indebted 
for all the rich productions of their land. 
“The God Nilus is frequently teprespated 
with water plants growing from ly$-hepd, 
and binding up stalks, or flowers, To, in- 
dieate the inundation, sometimes he bears 
fruits and flowers, the emblems of his fer-— 
tilizing power. In all the cities, on the | 
banks of the river certain priests were ex- | 
clusively appointed to the service of this 
god; and if a corpse was found upon 
sacred shore, the nearest town was obliged 
to embalin and bury it with every mark of | 
honor.” 

In the latter part of the monch of June, | 
in every rolling year, this wondrous river 


self over the vast plains that lie along its 
side, penetrates into the most remote re-— 
cesses, and imparts a genial fruitfulness to 
the soil.

Four hundred and— 
fifty years before Christ came, the Greek 
historian Herodotus considered it as a fact, 
that the larger part of Egypt is land that — 
has been deposited by the inundations of 
the Nile,—that the whole region was once | 
a gulf of the sea, and the soil a living de- | 
posit. In our own day, this has beep | 
explored to the dépth of forty-five feet, and | 
vegetable matter found all the way down, | 
This very overflow of the Nile increases , 
the deposit of lime and clay and sand, | 


which mingles with the mold, and makes 


the most productive soil. ! 
We pass through a stupendous barrier, 
which is built across the Nile for the pur- | 
pose of retaining the water, to irrigate the | 
the land after the river has retired to its | 
banks.

linseed is, it will produce the very finest oils 
in larger quantities in proportion to any 
other seed, for the table as well as the 
painter, particularly in mixing green and 
blue paints, Sir Allen Crockden, of Seal 
Girove, hy Sevenoaks, has for years 
cultivated the sun-flower, for the purpo: 
of feeding his sheep, pigs, poultry, rabbits 
and pigeons, It makes most beautiful soap, 
particularly softening to the hands atid face, 
and is most delightful to shave with, The 
cake is superior to linseed for fattening cat- 
tle. Sheep, pigs, pigeons, rabbits, poultry 
of all sorts, &c., will fatten rapidly upon it, 
and prefer the seed to any other; pheas- 
ants in particular, causing them to have a 
much more glossy plumage and to be plump- 
er in body. 
when ground the very finest flour for bread, 
particularly tea-cakes. No doubt the la- 
dies will patronise it largely—it is so sweet. 
It will grow in any corner that may be va- 
cant, make all farms have a most agreeable 


This seed, when shelled, makes 


garden-like appearance. It should be plant- | 


ed about six inch rt, and about one 
inch deep, and when about one foot high 
should be earthed up; ‘it then will require 
no further attention, Every single seed 
will produce one thousand or more; the. 
main head generally produces 800 to 1,000 
seeds, and there are generally four collater- 
als, producing 50 or 60 seeds each. But 
it is not the seed only that is so valuable— 
the stalk is most so; for by treating it ex- 
actly as flax is, it will produce a fibre as 
fine as silk, and that in large quantities.— 
And now that rags have become so valua- 
able, arising from the very unprecedented 
demand for paper, the stalk might be made 
useful for that purpose. On some grounds 
two crops may be growing at the same 
time—for when the farmer has given his 
early potatoes their last boeing plant this 
seed 12 inches apart in the ridges. Some 
three or four years ago, one or two farmers 
cleared nearly £40 by their honey hives 
only. What would this be now that each 
of these bears so much higher price arising 
out of the Russian war? Then why, gen- 
tlemen farmers, will you not march a little 


out of your old beaten track, and plant the — 


sun-flower seed, that has all these most val- 


uable, inportant, and profitable properties? - |

The remarks of the writer are in no very ami- 
able spirit, and appear to have their foundation 
in the assumption that albministers are not prop- 


isters “draw” larger congregations than others, 
amd adds that “congregations in this day are 
hard to please.” He should have further added, 
with the kind of preaching that is heard from 
many of our pulpits. 

There may be honest difference of opinion as 
to the true cause, why one preacher is preferred 
above another; but of this the congregation or 
community in which he is settled and tabors; a ure 
apt to judge very correctly. 
| Tt is nevertheless a fact, that the great majori- 
ty of persons in every cémmunity, who will be 
influenced to go to church at all, go when and 
where they can be best entertained and instruc- 
ted for the time being; and Aomilies or lectures, 
written or uttered against the practice till dooms- 
day, will avail nothing, so long as the nature of 
man remains the same: 

We differ entirely with the writer of the arti- 
cle in question, “that the fault of the day is much 
more with the people than with the preachers.” 
The reverse of this, we believe, is true. For in 
the main, any regular community will estimate a 
settled preacher for all he is worth, and if he 
steadily meet empty seats, a thin congregation, 
und withal a grudging and scanty support, it is 
most obvious the fault, whatever it may be, lies at 
his own door: the way, and the only true way, to 
correct the evil, is to correct the preacher and 
the preaching.

For the Pacific. 
Newly Discovered Asteroids. 
No one who has a taste for the nobler sciences 
can have read, without astonishment, the succes- 
sive accounts which have been received, rapidly 
following one another during the last three or 
four years, of the discovery, by different astron- 
omers, of new planets revolving around the sun 
at the distance of about three times that of the 
earth. The last of this kind was from Le Ver- 
rier a few weeks since stating that the thirty-sec- 
ond and thirty-third had lately been discovered 
by two Parisian astronomers. For thousands of 
years it had been supposed that our system con- 
sisted of only five planets exclusive of the earth. 
But Herschel in-1781, added a sixth at near twice 
the distance from the sun of the farthest before 
known. Twenty years later four others, very 
small and very near together, were discovered 
between Mars and J upiter. These from their 
diminutive size were called Asteroids or starlike 
planets. Forty years later and the wonderful 
discovery was made of another, and vast planet 


> 


lions of miles from the sun, achieved by the al- 
most inconceivable mathematical genius of Le 
Verrier from the simple fact that Uranus was 
| found to be sometimes a few seconds before and 
sometimes a few seconds behind the place assign- 
ed for-it in its long revolution of eighty-four years 
around the sun. 
Finally, within the last three or four years 
dave come crowding upon us one after another 
accounts of new additions to the number of the 
Asteroids amounting now to thiriy-three in all, 
constituting a clustering family of many little 
planets or worlds wandering in company nearly 
in the same path around the sun, 260,000,000 of 
miles from it. How many more may yet be dis- 
covered no one can conjecture, for from the num- 
ber now discovered it is evident that no limits 
can be set to those which yet may be found. 
There they are far away, none so large as our 
moon and others not one twelve thousandth part 
the size of this earth,—their whole surface, with 
all their oceans, continents, seas, mountains, na- 
tions and states, is not so large as the kingdom 
of old Spain, yet as regularly pursuiug their even 
course in silence around the stn as ever does the 
Vast planet of Jupiter, thirteen hundred times 
larger in solid contents than the earth. What is 
the object of so many little worlds so different 
from all others;, why so many of them; why so 
small; what was .their origin; what their office 
in the economy of the universe ; are a few of the 
questions which arise in the mind on considering 
these planets. Yet equally interesting and un- 
answerable questions arise in connection with oth- 
er remarkable features of the solar system, not 
to say of the whole heavens; as those of Saturn's 
Rings; Uranus’ moons; Mars polar and equato- 
rial diameters, the varieties and singularities of 
the comits, showers of Meteors, the Zodiacat 
Light, &c. We-can only say that, He “who ma- 
keth Arcturus, Oriou and Pleiades and the cham- 
bers of the south; who deeth great things past 
finding out; yea, and wonders without number,” 
has seen fit to exhibit an endless variety in’ the 
greater features of the created universe as really 
us in the insect tribes of the air, the grasses of 
the field, and the unnumbered flowers “born to 
blush unseen and waste their sweetness on the 
desert air.” GOOLON,

Tanntt, Society Istanps, Dec. 25, 1854. 
Epitor Pactric :— 

I do not remember ever seeing in your col- 
umns any special notice of things in this part of 
the “Great Sea” from which you derive the name 
of your paper, and accordingly avail myself of a 
few moments leisure to write you. 

The “Society Islands,” of which this is the lar- 
gest, are about midway between Panama and 
Sydney. They are also midway between San 
Francisco and Australia by the usually travelled 
route. They consist of about fourteen Islands, 
large and small. Tahiti is about sixty miles in 
circuit, and the mountains of the interior are 
said to be not less than 7,000 feet high, rising 
into sharp. crests and pointed summits, and all 
covered with vegetation, from the water's edge 
to the highest peak. _ Like other tropical groups 
of Islands, each of these is surrounded by a 
“reef,” or wall of coral, with bere and there a nar- 
row opening, thus almost shutting it in from the 
unfathomable deep, while over the top of this 
wall break with ceaseless roarings, the solemn 
swells of the mighty Pacific. 

There are at .he present moment some twenty 
vessels in the port of Papeite, the chief harbor, 
where 1 am writing and which is situated on the 
west side of the Island. Of these vessels about. 
sixteen are American; mostly whale ships belong- 


ing to the vast fleet of not less than four handred 


_ vessels which traverse all accessible points of this 
| ocean every season, in quest of the monsters with

and the fourth has just arrived from France. It 
is hoped that he, being a strict Catholic, will do 
something effective in the way of restraining the 
vices not only suffered but encouraged, it is said, 
by his predecessor. 3 

The season of oranges, sweet potatoes, and 
other fruits is now over, and we are in the midst 
of “the annual rains’, as are you in California.— 
It is a singular arrangement of Providence, this 
dividing of the torrid zone into two rainy belts, 
the counterparts of each other as to periodicity; 
and then the same, vice versa in the temperate 
zones of this Pacific coast; that is to say, it is re- 
markable that when it rains in California, (north 
of the Equator,) it rains in Tahiti; and when it 
rains in Chile (South) it also rains in Panama 
and Nicaragua, (north.) 

This harbor is a very fine one, ant capable of 
holding probably two hundred ships. Some- 
times twenty-five whale ships visit it at a time, 
‘and no doubt multitudes more would do so were 
more encouragement given to agriculture here by 
the government. Most of the chiefs furnish men 
to work for the government more or less, but all 
the time of these laborers is spent on government 
works, and not in raising “taro” or yams, herding 
cattle or feeding chickens. In consequence of 
this we have to pay almost famine prices for the 
necessaries of life. Eggs are $1 per dozen; chick- 
ens $1 apiece, beef and pork, when you can get 
any, 20cts. to 25cts. per pound. 

Bread fruit, bannanas, limes and cocoanuts are 
plenty for the-present. Small eraft are constant- 
ly engaged in trafie between the islands, not only 
of this group, but among those of the Dangerous 
(Paumotu) Archipelago to the East, Deans Is- 
land and the Marquesas to the north, and even 
be yond “the line.” ‘These are engaged in carry- 
ing goods to exchange for cocoanut oil, pearls, 
shells, pigs, &c., in which there is a brisk trade, 

These “possessions” of the French must entail 
a very heavy annual expense upon the home gov- 
ernment.

Congressional. 
The accounts from Congress by the Sonora 
are of an interesting character. 
In the Senate Mr. Seward of New York pre- 


sented a petition from the suffering mechanics of 


New York, desiring the passage of a Homestead 
Bill which would secure to them work and a re- 
ward for it. The memorial was laid upon the ta- 
ble. It is the strongest and most affecting ev!- 
dence we have yet seen of the utter desperation 
to which those distressed mechanics must have 
been reduced, that such an application has been 
made. Drowning men catch at a straw, but 
these starving men catch at the shadow of straw. 
Starvation might reach them ten times before 
our congressional snail could come even within 
sight of the instructed eye with its relief. 

Mr. Badger of N. C. lately signalized himself 
by the introduction of a bill to increase the pay 
of Congressmen; and has since equally signalized 
himself by efforts to secure pay for the lutelli- 


gence, Union, and Telegraph newspapers, in the 


shape of pay for publishing their reports of the 
domgs in Congress! We had learned to respect 
Mr Badger; we are sorry to see him lending him- 
seif to business so dishonorable and dirty. 

The proposition of Mr. Gwin for a weekly 
overland mail from the Mississippi to the Pacific 
came from the hands of its Committee in the 
form of a joint resolution; postage, fifty cents, 
time allowed, fuurteen days, and the mail not to 
weigh over two hundred pounds.

General Re Religious Intelligence. 


The Railroad Journal recently had a strong 
argument against the running of railroads on the 
Sabbath. Jt reasons that it would be a saving 
of money and character to discontinue all Sab- 
bath trains. In New England no trains are run 
on that day. T he appearane of such an article, 
in that quarter, is significant. 


Baptist Cucrcenes.—The Baptista in New 
Hampshire have 96. churches, 57- ordained min- 
isters, and 8.229 communicants. ‘The number of 
baptisms during the vear was 253. In Massa- 
chusetts, they have 25% churches, 262 ministers, 
and 31,854 communicants. The additions during 
the year by baptism, were about 950, and by let- 
ter about the same ;-makIng a total very nearly 
corresponding with the number of dismissions, 
deaths, and exelnsions, and consequently leaving 
the membership about the same as before. 

“The Church Missiorary Society” of England 
has an anyual income of half a million of dollars ; 
290 European mission agents exclusive of their 
wives, besides 1000 native born catichists : these 
are spread all over the heathen world ; communi-

length of its inner surface, spiral grooves or 
channels—hence the name of rifle, which | 
means a rifled or a grooved gun. The ob-| 
ject of a rifle barrel is to give greater pre- 
cision to the ball, by communicating to it 
fa rotary motion. This motion it receives 
on its passage out of the gun, provided the 
ball-is so crowded into the barrel as to fill 
up partially of entirely the grooves; and — 
the more perfectly the ball fits into the bar- 
rel the truer its course, and the less wind- 
age there is; that is, the less space there is 
between the ball and barrel for the strength 
of the powder to escape. It is estimated 
that ft nt the windage is only one twenti- 


the powder escapes, and of course — its 
strength is lost. : 

The great object therefore to be obtained, 
is a perfect fit to the barrel by the ball, 
thus to give a rotary motion, and to save 
the powder. 

A French gun-smith invented a rifle 
which had its breech pin project wedge- 
shaped about two inches into the barrel.— 
The ball, a conical shaped one, was then 
dropped into the barrel, and a few heavy 
blows by the rammer, drove the wedge or 
pin into the ball so as to fill the grooves in 
‘the barrel. | 

The Minie ball, now so famous, is an 
improvement upon all balls, inasmuch as it 
makes the powder slug or spread the ball, 
instead of the rammer doing that work. 

The ball is oblong, with a conical point. 


half or two-thirds the length of the ball.— 
A cup made of sheet iron is placed in the 
orifice of this hollow, which at the instant . 
‘of firing is driven by the powder with great 
force into the ball, thus spreaditg it open, 
80 us in its course out, to perfectly slug or 
fill the grooved barrel, This accomplishes 
the whole object; it saves time in ramming, 
it destroys windage, thus economizing in 
powder, and makes the ball perfectly fit the 
barrel so as to give the ball a complete ro- 
tary motion, and certainty of direction.—
